HEAD OF SHORTER 
GOLLEGE 1S DEAD 


Dr. A. W. Van Hoose Dies 
Following Operation. 
Went to Shorter From 
|. Brenau in 1910.

Rome, Ga.,; December 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)J——Dr. A. W. Van Hoose, presi- 
dent of Shorter college, died here at 
a local -hospital this morning, follow- 
ing an operation about ten days ago 
for an abscess on the liver. Although 
Dr. Van Hoose’s condition had been 
known to be serious, his death shocked 
the community in which his attain- 
ments and his remarkable successful 
administration as head of the college 
had won him a prominent place. 

Dr. Van Hoose assumed the presi- 
dency of Shorter college in 1910, 
coming hére from Gainesville, where 
he had ‘been president of Brenau col- 
lege. When he came here Shorter col- 
lege was a comparatively small insti- 
tute, occupying the building now used 
for the Rome High school. The mag- 
nificent buildings now occupied by 
the college were erected under his ad- 
ministration at an approximate cost 
,of a quarter of a million dollars, and 
new dormitories and other improve- 
ments have been made at a large cost 
since then.

THIRD PARTY ENTERS 
AS POWERFUL FACTOR 


Labor Party May Be 
Able, to Decide Victory 
for De Valera and 
Griffith.

London, December 11.—The future 
of Ireland is being decided in a silent | 
campaign—a series of conferences, se- 
cret meetings, and quiet, cautious 
electioneering among the members of 
the dail eireann. 

Adding tu the atmosphere of mys- 
tery that hangs over Dublin, two 
emissaries from Ulster, said to be per- 
sonal representaitves of Sir James 
Craig, the northern premier, are in 
the southern Irish capital, said to be 
confering with the Sinn Fei leaders 
who signed the treaty of peace in 
London. It is believed the, message 
they bring may be one of peace. 

The issue of whether it will be 
President de Valera or Arthur Grif- 
fith, the extremist or the conservative, 
who will be the future standard bearer 
of Ireland will be decided when the 
dail meets on Wednesday. In public 
the heads of the opposing factions are 
urging the people to “let the dail de- 
cide.”” In private, in their homes, in 
hotels and on street corners, argu- 
ments for and against the treaty are 
being pursued with all the fervor of 
modern politics—politics in which the 
Irish by instinct are past masters. 

Third Party. 

The latest development has been 
the rise of still a third party in the 
conflict—a labor party which is ‘des- 
tined to play a prominent part in the 
making of the new Ireland, and-which 
may hold the key to the present ‘sit- 
uation, either making or breaking Ar- 
thur Griffith and his colleagues, who 
are seeking to wrest control from the 
hands of De Valeta. : 

The usual argument of those back- 
ir~ De Valera is that although Ireland 
hi.3 won a great material victory in 
London, the nation’s spiritual desires 
are not yet satisfied. 

Followers of’ Michael Collins and 
Griffith declare that the treaty pro- 
vides a republic in everything but 
name, and that it opens up unprece- 
dented possibilities for prosperity and 
peace, , 

The labor viewpoint was summa- 
rized in an interview by one of that 
party with the United News, in which 
he said: 

Labor Party View. 

“We aren’t waving any flags over 
the treaty. We haven't decided yet 
just what we will do, but we will 
make no move until the meeting Wed- 
After that we may form a 
definite working body within the dail 
eireann or concentrate on local poli- 
tics, refraining from taking sides, as 
a party, in national affairs.” 

If the De Valera faction should win 
in the dail eireann, undoubtedly a 
general election, which would be a 
plebiscite on the treaty itself, would 
be held. This action may even oc- 
cur if the treaty negotiators win, pro- 
viding their majority is not clear-cut. 

Some laborites are disappointed in 
the treaty and voice their disappoint- 
ment openly. There is, for example, 
the powerful transport union, which 
denounces the pact and declares its 
signers, having used them as tools, 
are now deserting them. They want 
to fight anybody rather than 4o ac- 
cept the agreement. a 

Broad Threat. 

“Wait until Wednesday,” said one 
of the transport leaders to the United 
News correspondent. “If the dail 
eireann ratifies the treaty you'll see 
a new show staged.” 

Questioned over the report that the 
Irish republican army headquarters 
recently called in all the rifles in the 
army for inspection and “neglected” 
to return those of the transport work- 
e: ;, he said, “never mind. We've got 
our own army and our own rifles. 
They can go to hell.” 

This, however. is but a minority 
movement and the sentiment express- 
ed by such radicals may be greatly 
discounted. Griffith and Collins are 
believed to be capable of suppressing 


anv unfortunate movement by use of 
the Irish republican army itself.

Washington, December 11.—With 
the four-power treaty in final form 
and an agreement on naval ratio re- 
garded as practically assured, the arms 
conference goes into its fifth week with 
its principals confident they can wind 
up all their major duties here by the 
end of the year. 

The problems of the Far East and 
details of the naval reduction program, 
including the question of Pacific land 
fortifications and naval bases, now be- 
come the subjects of primary consid- 
eration. The Far Eastern discussions

are verging toward decision. 

Although there are indications that 
Japan is about ready to accept the 
American “5-5-3” naval ratio, it is not 
considered unlikely that she may re-. 
frain from committing herself definite- 
ly until there is a clearer understand- 
ing about future fortifications on the 
Pacific islands. There has been a gen- 
eral indication that all the powers are; 
willing to assent to an arrangement 
by which all present defenses in Pa- 
cific waters would be retained, and 
none added in the future, but the ques- 
tion is yet to be made the subject of 
formal exchanges. 

Message from Tokio. 

Further instructions from Tokio 
were received today by the Japanese 
delegates. The nature of the message 
was not revealed, but there were evi- 
dences that the Japanese were pre- 
paring to canvass the situation rela&- 
tive to Pacific bases before going fur- 
ther with the naval ratio discussions. 
The two objects have been long re 
garded by. Japan as inseparably link- 
ed, and her desire to dispose of botk 
at one tinfe is not regarded as a se- 
rious barrier to a ratio agreement. 

The negotiations relative to China, 
also 
are receiving the careful attention of 
the Japanese while the naval question 
is in abeyance, and there have been 
some hints that they would a 
to see a decision in that quarter also 
before they make their acceptance of 
the “5-5-3” final and binding. 

It is the general opinion that the 
Far Eastern discussion will be a unit- 
ed declaration of policy by the nine 
nations represented here, embodying 


making such specific application of 
them as r.ay be found possible. Such 
a declaration, a part of which was 
given officials by the nine nations at 
yesterday’s plenary session, it was ex- 
pected would finally take the form of 
a “gentieman’s understanding.” Some 
of them, however, want to write it 
into a treaty and a decision on that 
point is yet to be reached. 
Siberian Question. 

Afterward a similar declaration 
may be made as respects Siberia, but 
it is thought that the separate pro- 
nouncement on that subject now un- 
derstood to ve contemplated by Japan 
may be accepted as sufficient.

It is the impression among 
some of the delegates, however, that 
the formal signatures may be delayed

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FOR PERU REBELS 


Buenos Ayres, December 11.—(By 
the Associated Press.)——A report that 
revolutionary troops operating in east- 
ern Peru defeated the government 
forces in a battle last Monday is con- 
tained in a wireless message publish- 
ed by the newspaper La Nacion. 

It is believed that any definite 
news of the reported government de- 
feat will come by way of Brazil, as 
the Peruvian censorship is of the 
strictest character. 


There have been no previous reports 
of a récent outbreak in the easterm 
part of Peru. Since early in October 
no news dispatches of consequence 
have been allowed to pass by the Pe- 
ruvian censors, and the internal situa- 


tion is conjectural. 

The censorship was imposed follow- 
ing a series of troubles in the north- 
eastern department, Toreto, where a 
revolt broke out in the city of Iquitos 
on August 13. The trouble was due, 
dispatches said, to failure of the gov- 
ernment to pay the soldiers for six 
months. The last report on this out- 
break was on October 6, when it was 
stated that the civil authorities were 
being restored to their position, and 
that the revolutionary leaders were in 
disagreement. 

Another outbreak was reported in 
the coast province, Tumbez, depart- 
ment of Piura, in a dispateh on Oc- 
tober 10 from Santiago, Chile, to the 
Kuenos Aires newspaper, La Razon. 


NO REPORTS 
IN WASHINGTON. 

Washington, December 11,—(By 
the Associated Press.)—-Official dis- 
patches from Peru have made no men- 
tion of a clash between revolutionary 
troops and government forces, Ambas- 
sador Pezet, of Peru, said today. Re- 
ports of a similar nature, he said, had 
been brought to his attention recently, 
but when investigated had proved to 
be greatly exaggerated.

. IDA TARBELL DISCUSSES HARDING PLAN 


Idea Grips World 


BY IDA M. TARBELL. 

Washington, December 11. — Why 
did President Harding without warn- 
ing inject an association of nations, 
into the conference on the limitation 
of armament on the last day of its 
second week of life? The conference 
has a definite agenda. Mr. Hughes, 
its chairman, is following it with the 
rigor of a good schoolmaster. That 
agenda makes no mention of a con- 
ference, association or league of na- 
tions. So fur as it is concerned, the 
world is made up of nine nations, and 


States and casually announces that 
before the work here is completed it 
should thelude an association of all the 
nations of the earth. , 

Why did he do it? Did he want to 
divert public attention from the dan- 
gerous irritations of the moment? We 
do not yet know enough of the work- 
ings of Mr. Harding’s mind to be able 
to say whether he would, like Na- 
poleon III,, gild a dome when there 
was equally public weather. All we: 
do really know about the president so 
far is his genuinely beneficent intent. 
Is he canny enough to know that the 
public is as easily diverted as a child 
and capable of attempting the trick 
when things are getting a bit out of 
hand? / 

No one can deny that the situation 
was ticklish enough in Thanksgiving 
week to justify such a manoeuver. | 

Paris and Washington Paralleled. 

The conference had entered on its 
second stage—the stage in which you 
get down to. cases, trying to make 
realities of the noble sentiments of the 
first or platform stage—and then there 
happened in the transition just what: 
happened two and a half years ago in 
Paris. It is almost startling some- 
times to an observer here who was also 
an observer of the Paris conference to 
see how the experiences of the two 
bodies parallel. The moment thé Paris 
conference got down to work, that is, 
resolved itself into committees, shut 
the door and went at its tasks, there 
was an outburst of remonstrance, sus- 
picion and accusation. It was “secret 
diplomacy.” There must be things 
going on that they were concealing 
from the public, breaks in good will. 
The same things happened here the 
moment the conference set itself at its 
tasks. There was a rumor spread of 
a sharp qntarrel between Mr. Balfour 
and Mr. Hughes on the way the dis- 
cussions in the committees were to be 
handled. It was said that Mr. Hughes 
wanted everything that was voiced pnt 
down: that Mr. Balfour thought a di- 
gest of the discussions would be suffi- 
cient. This rumor was followed by 
the story of an ugly scene in commit- 
tee, between the presidents of the 
French and the Italian delezations, 
Premier Briand and Senator Shanzer, 
over the morals of the Italian army.

What Briand Accomplished. 


One important thing that M. Briand 
did do, however, was to bring into 
sharp relief the fact that land and 
naval armaments cannot be handled 
separately, that they dovetail in the 
game of war, and that to cut the navy 
of a nation whose main defense is 
ships, without considering the rela- 
tion of that cut to the size of the ar- 
mies of those nations in which armies 
are the chief defense, is to leave an 
unbalanced situation. 

A second realization went along 
with this, and that was that the scrap- 
ping and cutting by nine nations must 
be done with an eye to the actual or 
potential armaments of the other for- 
ty-five or so nations of the earth, 

Mr. Briand’s speech made you 
realize how France and Italy must 
consider possible continental alliances 
of powers that are not represented at 
this conference; must consider a pos- 
sible Russian crusade to convert the 
world by force to its gospel. And 
if France and Italy must secure them- 
selves against these possibilities, could 
England weaken herself dispropor- 
tionately? When you begin to con- 
sider the question of armament in 
terms of the world and not simply of 
hine nations, you cannot if you are! 
eandid find any peaceful solution but! 
by bringing everybody in—Germany, 
Turkey, Russia. Now it may be 
though we do not know Mr. Harding 
well enough yet to say, that the logic 
of the experience that the conference 
has been going through up to date 
laid hold of him and he said it like 
a man—‘There is but one way out, 
and that is by one big union. 

Harding Listens to the People. 

Of course, there is another explana- 
tion of why he did it and I rather 
think it may be the true one after 
all. The president may be hearing 
from the country. One thing that we 
do know about him is that he is a 
man who with religious care listens 
to the voices that come up to him 
from the people. And it is no secret 
that a multitude of voices, strong and 
weak, have been calling to him in 
the last few weeks, “conference,” 


n which everybody 
ean join. In no other way can we 
hope for permanent peace. It may be 
that Mr. Harding had heard so much 
of this that he felt he must reply., 
And if this is true, he has done wisely.‘ 

We may take it as one of the meee! 
est convictions of the present world 
that some sort of association of na- 
tions is necessary. So far as we can 
determine, the world is not set on 
any particular form or covenant, 
though of course there is one to whieh 
some 53 of its nations have subscribed 
and which for some two years now 
has been doing increasingly practicat 
work in adjusting international dif- 
ficulties and in building up machimery 
for co-operation in law, labor, eco- 
nomics, transportation, the control of 
crime. This experience, the manifeld 
echoes of its work which reach us, only 
makes the idea of association stronger, 
emphasizes the belief that it scan “be 
made a practical reality. y 

The conference may limit arma- 
ments, naval and land, in the nine 
nations that are here gathered. It 
may make settlements of the Far 
Eastern questions, but there still re- 
mains the rest of the world. Its re- 
lation to what is being done here is 
thrust at you at every turn. The 
finest things—and fine things are do- 
ing here—may at ‘any hour of the 
future be fnustrated by those who 
have been left out of the settlements. 


Must Learn to Get Together. 


The world is one—it has come to 
a consciousness Of its oneness. Noth- 
ing can dull that consciousness— - 
not Mr. Borah or Mr. Lodge. Some- 
how “we've got to learn how to come 
tozether and stay together. Walt 
Whitman once said that Abraham 
Lincoln’s passion for the Union had 
become what he called a “new vir- 
tue.”. Whitman called this new vir- 
tue “Unionism” and he saw it as a 
art of Lincoln’s character, like his 
ionesty, goodness, shrewdness. There 
is no manner of doubt that thig world 
is coming to regard nnionisn as a 
virtue and that it is demanding that 
it be realized in the same way &s it 
demands that we realize honor and 
understanding. E , 

Mr. Harding may see this. He 
may have gone over in his mind the 
steps taken to realize “unionism” in 
the last twenty-five years, not to go 
further back. They have been many 
——the Hughes conferences, and con- 
ventions, the schemes of federation 
that great individuals like Lord 
Bryce, powerful groups, French, Brit- 
ish, Ameritan haye advocated and 
most important of all without doubt, 
the experiment now making at Ge- 
neva, the league of nations, and re- 
viewing. all this Mr: Harding may 
have seen thathe could no longer 
take another atep towards the realiza- 
tion of this great desire. Let us 
hope.that this after all is the expla- 
nation of what Mr. Harding did on 
Noyember 25, 1921.

Basketball’s Curse. 


The curse of professionalism fel! 
upon basketball almost as soon as the 
— started, and in many places it 
ag blighted the sport. So great has 
the influence of the professional heen 
that such a thing as a pure amatem 
in basketball is hard to find outside 
high schools and colleges, and in these 
it has become a fertile source of 
trouble, 

The boldest stroke yet made toward 
solving this problem of professional- 
ism was proposed. before the Western 
Intercollegiate Conference in Chicago, 
It was proposed that students per- 
mitted to play baseball for money dur- 
ing the summer without being branq- 
ed as professionals, While that step 
would go far toward remedying the 
evils which threaten the purity of in- 
tercollegiate. sport there is not a 
chance that such a rule would be ac- 
cepted by all colleges. It is, of course, 
a frank confession of-inability to cope 
with an evil, and a compromise. Such 
a compromise has in fact been tacitly 
accepted by some colleges for years. If 
the conference colleges should adopt 
such a ruling they would automagic- 
ally sever athletic relations with many 
of the great schools, especially of the 
east, and cause a break in the fine 
and friendly intersectional relations 
which have grown every year. 

Lafayette’s Bold Move. 

Admitting that conditions may 
justity something of‘that sort, the con- 
erence could not expect all colleges 
to fall inte line and accept that view. 
{t is too. much like compromising witn 
a thing which admittedly is wrong. 
Personally I rather like the idea, ex- 
cepting Tor the fact that, if the col- 
leges once lower the bars and the 
standards, they may as well prepare 
for straight professionalism in ai) 
sport. 

Lafayette’s bold move in inviting a 
full and complete inquiry into the 
chargea of professionalisin in ‘ts foot- 
ball team, set a big example to al! 
schools. Lafayette emerged trium. 
phant from the test, and it is evident 
that the majority of the charges 
against members of the Lafayette 
team arose from conditions existing 
during the war, which gave rise to 
considerable confusion among the atu- 
dents. here were many sudden 
changes due to the establishment of 
training corps at the various colleges. 
and many of the boys, expecting to go 
into service quickly, changed to other 
schools, Besides, during that period, 
no one gave much thought to amateur 
rules. Most of us expected that our 
carvers, either in college or business, 
were over, wi forever, and such 
things as adhering strictly to the letter 
of amateur rules appeared rather in- 
consequential. Nevertheless nothing 
wag proved against any of the five 
players mentioned in the attacks upon 
Lafayette. 

The Easton institution set a prece- 
dent which means big things for purity 
in athletics if all the other schools 
follow the example. They did more. 
Instead of announcing that the boys 
were innocent, and the charges un 
founded, the faculty announced tha‘

That the people of Georgia could 
live in luxury even were the state 
enclosed within a Chinese wall, is

Ard it is true, so great is the 
productive capacity and so varied 
the products of this state. 

If a Chinese wall were erected 
round Georgia our people woull 
then be compelled to patronize 
Georgia producers, and, by their 
patronage, encourage production, 
while living off “the fat of the 
land.” : 

As it is now, however, instead 
of living from the soil of Georgia, 
our people as a rule are living 
largely from the soil of other 
states, while the products of 
Georgia farms are a drug on the 
market. 

At a recent gathering of Georgia 
business men, called for the pur- 
pose of devising ways and means 
to facilitate the marketing of 
Georgia farm products, an authori- 
ty on marketing conditions de- 
clared— 

“that Georgia, with 90,000,000 bush- 
els of corn was using the corn cribs 
of the west; that with thousands of 
cattle and hogs that Chicago and 
Omaha were still the butchers for 
Georgia; that with 1.400,000 gallons 
of syrup that we still imported it 
from New England and elsewhere.” 
This, too, is literally true. 
In Atlanta, for example, when a 


meal her grocer sends her meal 
made from corn grown in Iowa or 
Illinois. If she orders a ham or 
a pound of bacon, the market 
often sends her the product of a 
Chicago or a Kansas City packing 
house, made from hogs grown a 
thousand miles from Georgia. 

The markets delight in featur- 
ing in their advertisements “west- 
ern beef,” and that is what the 
people buy, although there are no 
finer beef cattle in the country 
than Georgia produces. 

On our fruit stands we see 
“Washington apples” displayed, 
and selling at fancy prices, while 
within a few miles of Atlanta—in 
Habersham and Rabun counties— 
are produced annually thousands 
of barrels of apples of as fine a 
quality as are to be found any- 
where in the country, and which 
recently took first prize at a nat- 
ional apple show held in the state 
of Washington whence comes the 
apples that are being featured in 
Georgia markets. 

And so it goes—Georgia people 


living off the west and north and 


east, while our own farmers, 


whose food products are in many 
instances superior to those pro- 


duced elsewhere, are face to face 
with bankruptcy because there is 
no market for what they have to 
sell! 

We do not find Washington 
merchants featuring Habersham 
or Rabun county apples; nor Chi- 
cago or St. Louis butchers adver- 
tising Georgia hams, bacon or 
beef; nor Omaha grocers offering 
meal made from Georgia corn. 

The people of those communi- 
ties believe in patronizing local 
producers and encouraging home 
production. 

There is something seriously 
wrong with our practice in this 
regard. 

It amounts almost to a home- 
supply boycott! 

Whether the fault lies with our 
farmers, with our merchants, or 
with the local consumers, The 
Constitutfon does not presume to 
know. 

But it is obvious that Georgia 
will never prosper to the full ex- 
tent of its possibilities so long as

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Says Bonds Are Solution 
as Of the Market Problem 


Editor Constitution: The question 
of a city market has agitated the 
minds of the people for quite a 
while and the problem yet seems to 
be unsolved. I offer this as a so- 


lution for the consideratio 

good ladies who have ‘the i Ph 
matter in hand. The owners of the 
Rucker building, 36-38-40-42 West 
Alabama Street, are going to dispose

Warfield Appeals to the Railroads For 
| Continued Support of Development Co. 


Georgia and the south may 1l0se 
the services of the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development Organization 
which has been an active force in 
soufhern development since 1913, 
unléés the railroads operating in the 
south renew, before January 1, 1922, 
their subscriptions for the support 
of this organization, which were 
discontinued by Director General 
McAdoo when the railroads were 
taken over by the government dur- 
ing the war. 

S. Davies Warfield, of Baltimore, 
president of the organizatin and 
prsident of the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad, has addressed a letter 
the presidents of the other rallroads 
concerned, urging their continued 
support of the movement. 

The activity of most far-reaching 
importance to southern agricultural 
development which has recently en- 
gaged the attention of President 
Warfield’s organization has been a 
campaign to secure the enactment 
by congress of a national reclama- 
tion law providing for drainage of 
wet lands and clearing of cut-over 
lands in the south as wellas the ir- 
rigation of arid lands in the west. 
While the efforts of this south-wide 
organization, according to President 
Warfield, have recently resulted in 
an agreement among the leaders of 
the west and of the south in con- 
gress, that appear to insure the ul- 
timate enactment of this proposed 
legislation, President Harding hav- 
ing indorsed it in @ recent message 
to congress. 

President Warfield points out that 
the discontinuance of the Southern 
Settlement Development Organiza- 
tian at this time threatens the 
breaking up of the forces support- 
ing this legislation at the most 
critical time, when renewed effort 
is essential to secure from congress 
the necessary appropriations to 
make the proposed legislation effec- 
tive when enacted. 

The Southern Settlement and De- 
velopment Organization was fromed 
in Baltimore in 1912 by railroad and 
industrial leaders and President 
Warfield’s letter states that during 
the ten years of its life it has ex- 
pended some $300,000 in southern 
development without reference to 
any particular state or the territory 
traversed by any particular railroad 
and without profit to any one con- 
nected with it. What is regarded 
as he most important achievement 
of this organization has been the 
aid it has given in the organization 
of state-wide development associa- 
tions in several southern states, in- 
cluding the Georgia Land Owners’ 


association, which has been succed- | 


ed by the Georgia association, the 


North Carolina Land Owners’ asso- 
ciation, the South Corolina Devel- 
opment board, the Florida Develop- 
ment board, and the Mississippi De- 
velopment board. 

What Has Been Done. 

“The various state associations,” 
Mr. Warfield’s letter states, “that 
have been formed through the aid 
of this organization represent some 
400,000 acres of land. Cattle tick 
eradication, live stock raising, sal- 
utary state and national legislation 
have been furthered and co-opera- 
tion of estate and federal depart- 
ments secured in promoting the ad- 
vantages of the southern states.” 

Closing his appeal to the presi- 
dents of other southern railroads, 
President Warfield says: 

“When Director General McAdoo’s 
decision prevented the railroads 
from continuing their subscriptions, 
I supplied personally $30,000 to as- 
sist in carrying the organization 
throughout government control 
rather than see the work stopped. 
But, those of us on active manage- 
ment feel tha it will be impossible 
to continue the work of the organ- 
ization along the lines mapped out 
unless the railroads generally of the 
southern territory again contribute 
to its support.

For the Cotton Crop 


Editor Constitution: During the 
past twelve months there have been 
endless plans, schemes and theories 
advanced; tons of good ink and 
white paper used: rivers of pity 
poured out on the cotton grower. 

Organzations and ,individuals 
without end have made efforts to 
rescue him from his predicament 
and lead him back again to the high 
roaa4 of success. All of these 
schemes, plans and efforts have 
failed, and today the farmer is 
going down stream, with a cataract 
ahead. 

There is only one escape today for 
the cotton grower, and that is to 
hold. If the grower will sit down 
on his cotton and stay there a little 
while, prices will advance to the 
point where he can liquidate some of 
his debts and go into the markets 
for at least some of his needs. 

The ootton situation at present 
is substantially as follows: 

The hold-over from last year and 
this year’s crop combined amounts 
to around 16,000,000 bales. During 
the first four months of the cotton 
year, from August 1, the mills have 
taken 5,000,000 bales. 

By next August they will have 
taken 15,000,000 bales and possibly 
more. It takes around 2,000,000 or 
more to fill the avenues of trade 
from grower to spinner. ‘Then there 
will be a shortage of 1,000,000 bales. 

Now, if the growers will hold 
tight to what they have, by April 1 
the mills will ‘be calling for cotton, 
and will pay the price it takes to 
get it. 

With this prospect in view, why 
are growers selling at 17c? Because 
they have no organization capable 
of handling the situation, and be- 
cause creditors are wanting settle- 
ments. ; / 

Is there no agency that can bring 
about a general holding movement? 
Yes, most assuredly. The newspa- 
pers ofthe south, by some co-ordi- 
nated effort, can bring the moral in- 
fluence to bear that will have force 
enough to accomplish the desired 
result. a and they alone, can 
do it. Holding in the past has 
been well enough, but now it is 
vital, and now as never .before in 
a generation, it can be done ef- 
fectively. 

Conspiracy? No sir, but simply 
self-preservation. This year’s crop 
is half a crop. Last year’s crop will 
not bring within 50 per cent of what 
it cost, and today the cotton grower 
faces the abyss of beggary. The 
man who holds cotton now Is a 
benefactor to the country, and those 
who help him will help themselves, 
as the entire south, and to a lesser 
degree the entire nation swims or 
sinks with the cotton grower. 

Hold is the word. Preach it and 
practice it, ond pass the word along.

Interesting Discussion of 
The Important Question of 
Marketing Farm Products 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial 
appearing in the December 5th issue, 
entitled “How to Market Corn,” is 
timely, and contains much 


ested in the agricultural prosperity 
and hence the general prosperity of 
Georgia. 

Right now we believe the most 
urgent problem and the one that 
certainly is agitating nearly every- 


one more than any other is the 
problem of marketing corn. In ap- 
proaching this subject, we should 
remember that prior to the begin- 
ning of the movement for diversi- 
fied agriculture in the south, which 
dates at about the time of the ad- 
vent of the cotton boll weevil, the 
south was the greatest market in 
the United States for corn. Here we 
had millions of population producing 
on an average something like one- 
fourth of the corn and corn products 
required. States like Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, South Carolina and 
North Carolina were only producing, 
until just a few years ago, from 
twenty to forty million bushels of 
corn per year, while they were 
using upon an average around one 
hundred million bushels each. 


lt should be remembered that the 
so-called corn belt was formerly 
the south’s corn crib, and that now 


that the south has some surplus 
corn there are practically no mar- 
kets, and certainly none excep 
those that may be gotten into i 
competition with the experienced 
corn marketing states of the s0o- 
called corn belt. Practically the 
same thing may be said of hay and 
other feed stuffs. . 

You hit the nail squarely on the 
head when you say that there is a 
market at “top prices” for every 
pound of our ninety million bushels 
of Georgia corn, and for every 
bushel of corn, every peck of pea- 
nuts, every ton of hay Georgia is 
capable of producing through e 
packing house, dairy and poultry 
yard. Of course, the immense 
amounts of creamery butter and 
other. dairy products, of poultry and 
eggs and of pork and beef, imported 
into Georgia does not have the ap- 
pearance of corn, hay, oats, peanits, 
etc., When we see it unloaded and 
handled about the dealers’ stores, 
though, as a matter of fact, it is 
just that which has been converted 
into the form of butter, poultry, 
eggs, pork, beef, etc, upon some 
farm in the north, middle west and 
northwest. 

It should, it seems to us, be most 
gratifying to everybody that the 
opportunity is so available for 
solving this yrgent marketing prob- 
lem about which we are hearing so 
much at this time. We would call 
attention to the fact, which we 
think is remarkable, and should ;be 
a source of a great deal of gratifi- 
cation to all those interested -in 
solving agricultural marketing 
problems, that the greatest market 
problem we have in Georgia is in 
connection with what may be term- 
ed staple farm. crops, such as corn, 
hay and other products that are 
most desirable feeds for live stock. 
Fruits and vegetables are being 
marketed more ,efficiently, and 
while there is m@h room for im- 
provement in our marketing system 
for these, the fruit and truck and 
vefetable farmefs are in better 
shape, so far as markets are con- 
cerned, than are the general farm- 
ers who happen to have some sur- 
plus corn, hay, oats, ete. 

As above suggested, it would 
seem that the fact that so many 
millions of dollars’ worth of hay, 


oats, cornand other feed stuffs are 
being imported into the south every 
year in the form of butter and oth- 
er dairy products, poultry and eggs, 
pork and beef, ought to give us hope 
with reference to the marketing 
problem confronting us, so far as 
hay, grain and other feed stuffs are 
concerned. It would certainly ap- 
pear that if we only were in posi- 
tion to convert our farm production 
into the form of dairy products, 
poultry and meat animals we would 
be able to dispose of them readily, 
and at far better prices. 

Creameries have been established 
until practically every community 
now has a fairly convenient cream- 
ery market where they can sell 
their sour cream. The markets for 
poultry and eggs are practically al- 
ready existing, though they may in 
many commueities be. improved 
upon. Certainly every farmer and 
farmer’ wifes ought to be able to 
sell poultry and eggs in his or her 
town for cash, at a price based 
upon the price prevailing in the 
large cities and centers of popula- 
tion, to which the south is fortu- 
nately .very convenient. Hogs may 
be sold readily, and the farmer's 
only problem would be the assem- 
bling af them into carloads. This 
would require some co-operation, it 
is trué; but can be and, in fact, is 
being successfully worked out in 
many sections of the south through 
co-ogerative marketing associa- 
tions. 

We believe firmly that sour-cream 
dairying, hogs and poultry is a pro- 
gr that will meet the situation 
today, to a very great extent solve 


our marketing problems, so far as 
staple farm production is concern- 
ed, and certainly will enable us to 
go far in correcting the economic 
‘error of: importing food and feed 
stuffs, paying therefor more than 
it would cost to produce them upon 
our own lands. The sour cream, 
hogs and poultry program does not 
necessarily involve anything new, 
as every farmer and farmer’s wife 
knows about cows and hogs and 
poultry. This program, if inaugu- 
rated In the south, will enable us 
to keep many a dollar at home that 
now goes beyond our borders for 
the various food necessities, and if 
we were able to keep these dollars

Exports of cloth by 
Great Britain rose to a new high 
point for the current year, totaling 
342,411,500 square yards compared 
with only 145,603,800 last May.

New Orleans, December 11.—The 
trend in cotton this last week was 
mildly higher, news being bullish 
enough but trading on the long side 
being held down by end of the year 
developments and by the nearness of 
the government’s annual estimate of 
the crop.

From Personal Viewpoint

Washington, December 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Perhaps the most -indispensa- 
ble figure, in the naval discussions, 
at the arms cunference, :s Lord Lee, 
of Fareham, first lord of the British 
admiralty, and delegate to the conte 
ence, 

If his lordship had mot been es 
vanced to the baronetcy he would be 
plain Arthur Hamilton Lee, right 
honorable, and otherwise decorated 
With a lot of knighthood titles, such 
as Knight of Grace’ of St. John of 
Jerusalem—whatever that means. 

Being that in 1918 he was cre- 
ated a baron, however, it is now 
Lord Lee—short, sweet and eupho- 
neous,

Seriously there is not a stronger 
personality at the arms conferenee. 
Il have talked with him on ‘several 
oecasion. and he impresses me as a 
conservative democrat, so thoroughly 
American in. his ideas, habits, talks, 
thoughts, looks, that one would not 
take him for a Britisher if he was 
not. known as such. 

As a matter of fact he -is almost 
an Ameriean, for he is as much at 
eh@me in New York as in London. 
Hits wife is a New Yorker, formerly 
Miss Ruth Moore, the daughter of 
J. J. Moore, of that city. And the 
lord, long before he had attained the 
station of ..obility, was once attached 
to the British embassy here, as milij- 
tary attache.- That- was *just follow- 
ing the Spanish-American war, and 
during ‘that war he served as milj- 
tary attache to the American army, 
and was with Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt at San Juan. He distinguished 
himself in caring for the soldiers un- 
der fire, and a strong affection sprung 
up between Roosevelt and _ himself 
which 1}: sted until the latter's death. 


There are eis men in Great Brit- 
ain, I am told, who have a finer war 
record than Lord Lee. He was a 
colonel in the world war, and pet- 
sonally led his men in several of the 
engagements. He was cited twice. 
Long before the world war, however, 
he had served in the ‘army, in- the 


| colonies and in the United States, 


and always with distinction. 

In parliament he: has been a con- 
servyative. In the early days of the 
war, before he went to the front, 
he was parliamentary secretary to 
the minister of munitions; and per- 
sonal military secretary to the sec- 
retary of state for war, who was 
Lioyd-George. 


Perhaps the most remarkable thing 
about Lord Lee is the sacrifice that 
he made of his magnificent estate, | 
Checquers, to the nation—a free-will | 
offering—so that the prime minis- 
ters might have a home befitting the 
. office. 

It is not recorded in current Eng- 
lish history that such a sacrifice was 
ever made before, for Lord and Lady 
Tee had developed the estate to great 
value and marvelous beauty, putting 
their own touches of domesticity to it, 
-exnecting to live and die there. 

But the call of—what do you call 
it—“pro patria omnia; all for coun- 
trvy—was .stronger than personal 
pride, and the sacrifice was *volun- 
tarily and unselfishly made. 


I don’t know of- any man in the 
arms conference Who has ‘4 greater 
capacity for work. He is ‘tireless.

Marquette, Mich., December 11.— 

riot among prisoners at the branch 
of the Michigan state reformatory 
here during a moving picture exhibi- 
tion ‘this morning was quelled after 
Warden T. B. Catlin had received nine 
knife wounds. Deputy Warden Men- 
hennit*bad been. badly beaten and the 
latter’s son, Arthur Menhennit, who 
was visiting his father at the prison, 
had been stabbed in the lungs. Ar- 
thur Menhennit is in a local hospital 
and is said:to be in a serious condi- 
tion. 

A large number of the prisoners had 
been taken to the chapel to witness the 
ent inment. After the chapel had 
4dreen ‘darkened to permit showing of 
the pictures, Jasper Perry and Charles 
Roberts, both of Detroit, sprang upon 
Catlin. As @ prison rule prohibits 
carryiug of firearms within the insti- 
tution, the officials, aided by a large 
number of loyal prisoners, fought the 
insurgents with their — feet or 
with canes they carried.
